**The day when one or two thoua 
and acm was eonaidarsd a large 
farm seems to hava paaaod in West 
em Canada,** states Canada Week by 
Week, published by ^ Canadian 
(lovemment Information Bureau, 
Ottawa. “Seven large land-owning 
companies now proposed to farm a 
total area of about 950,000 acres, 
rireat resources of capital are back 
of the enterprise and in order to 
bring scattered farms into ono large 
vrea inter\’ening lands may be pur¬ 
chased. Very large farms in the 
past have not been conspicuously 
Aucceasful. The smaller farm, under 
the personal ownership and direction 
of the individual farmer, has been 
the foundation of Western Canada's 
Agricultural prosperity. Changing 
conditions and the poulbility of mass 
nroduclion by mechanical means may 
be ushering In a new day in agricul¬ 
ture, under which the individual farm 
holding will to some extent disap* 
rear.**

Peo¬ 
ple are being urged to “looacn up*' 
on their dimea A potent argument 
applying to Cniteid States, states 
that 16 cents a day (presumably ex¬ 
tra) that s^wry wage-earner spends, 
would relaase capital to hire 
OUO employed at $9.26 a day. The 
idea has had rapid and rosy results 
already. It la stated. It la said that 
presidonta of twenty-three railroads 
have co-operated and are placarding 
all traiiia with aiogans; that street 
cars, bill boards, picture houses, etc., 
are drumming in the idea of the 15 
centa extra a day. Questions natur¬ 
ally rise in the mind **On what shall 
the 15 cents be spent, or is the result 
the same no matter where we spend 
it.** 

Again, do the railroad presidents 
and capitalists extend their sincerity 
to the point of spending proportion -1 
stcly with the hard-preaMd wage- 
eemer, who ia hard put to K to And 
the extra 16 cents. 

The dubious and the mournful con¬ 
tend that this la false stimulation, 
bound to result in re-action. They 
say that sustained buying power can¬ 
not be artiftcially produced. 

However, a fascinating picture Is 
presented lo the mind, of money re¬ 
leased hy those who can afford it, to 
liven up the marts of Industry, ami 
•tart the circle of better times rol¬ 
ling. U only wheat and beef could 
be drawn In the circle of demand.

4 It ia a serious enough matur that 
So much that ia trashy and harmful, 
should be so widely read, both by 
old and young. But It would be in- 
Anitely more terrible if this stuff 
were read aloud in the home. No 
home however, could sink so low, so 
It need not be considered. 

Which brings up the matter of the 
decline of oral reading in the homes. 
The pleasant old custom which pre¬ 
vailed a generation or so ago, in 
which one member of the family— 
usually father—read aloud for every 
one's enjoyment, ia evidently past. A 
certain book or set of books would be 
reserved for the tong winter even¬ 
ings, and together the stirring but 
highly respectable adventures of the 
heroes of Scott, Thackeray, Dickens 
and others. Phe Hesd of the family 
had to choose his reading with 
some discretion, as beAtted the 
head of the family. But inuigine 
any “diminished” head of this day 
and age, holding his family togeth¬ 
er and reading them Shakespeare, 
for hours at a stretch and evening 
after evening. 

In the old daya alao, mother'a Ang- 
era were eternally buay, but one of 
a chlld'a occupations was to ait by 
her fide as* she sewed, and read to 
her—may be the newspaper, maybe a 
book. But oral reading loomed much 
more largely in the old time family, 
than lo the modem home, and child¬ 
ren's mistakes in pronunciation were 
much more quickly corrected, than ia 
the habit nowadays, when children 
browse silently, each over hla own 
book. 

Modem conditions are poasibly no¬ 
body's fault This ia a self-aerv'c, In- 
dividualiMic age. but one, penalty Is 
that we do run too much to “Individ- 
aaliatic“ pronunciation, tecognixing 
nothing higher than personal inclina¬ 
tion.
